A   LADY   OF  CONTRADICTIONS 

Sei  Shonagon  tierself  is  typical  of 
her  age,  and  tias,  strangely  enough, 
a  remarkable  modernity.  She  is  ao- 
phlstieated  to  the  point  of  being 
blase;  critical,  almost  carping  at 
times;  and  she  Is  neither  sincere, 
kind,  nor  true.  It  ts  ea.sy  to  under- 
.'jtand  that,  with  her  .sharp-tongued 
wit,  impetuousity.  and  unusual 
scholarship  (for  a  woman),  she  was 
viewed  almost  with  alarm  at  court 
But  she  is  a  lady  of  dellgtatfui  con- 
tradlettatti:   Like  Lady  liurasaki. 

she  had  grent  sensibility  of  l)eauty. 
A  thousand  impressions  delight  her 
Uiat  .siiow  a  dellcacv  of  prr(  i  jit loii 
unknown  to,  or  at  least,  unievealed 
in,  ttic  Euioi>ean  literature  ot  thil 
period.  She  describes  with  delight 
and  beauty  <tf  phrase  a  visit  to  the 
cotmtry  to  hsiur  the  cuckoos  sing, 
the  tolling  of  a  beU,  a  child  with 
its  teeth  in  a  melon,  or  the  muffled 
first  crle.s  of  birds  at  dawn. 

This  book  is  the  earliest  example 
existing  of  a  style  of  literature 
which  became  popular  in  Japan, 
caUed  "following  the  pen."  The  ar- 
rangement is  quite  unstudied— 
stcries.  ideas,  descriptions,  pictures 
of  palace  life,  lists  of  rare,  enviable, 
01-  dl.sagreeable  and  un.seemly  things 
are  set  down  on  the  spur  of  the 
moment.  It  is  a  book  rich  in  quota- 
tion, even  In  Its  translated  form. 
But  its  dUef  charm  Use  to  ths  re- 
vealing of  the  pii  iomilttir  of  Sei 
Shonagon  herself. 

The  "pillow  sketches, "  have  been 
traiuslated  ijefore.  and  into  several 
languages.  But  this  new  transla- 
tion is  interesting  for  the  faet  that 
it  is  the  work  of  a  Japanese  Isdy, 
Nobtthe  KobayaslU,  and  is  ^xmsorsd 
by  Mrs.  L  Adams  Beck,  who  writes 
the  Introdurtlon  Only  .selections 
from  tlie  diary  are  given,  although 
Mrs.  KobflvR-shl  has  prepared  the 
whole  for  publication  at  a  later  date. 
Slu  has  avoided  where  posslUe 
those  seleotloos  whlA  have  been 
pttbUihed  before,  and  has  included 
much  that  has  nevsr  before  ap- 
peared in  Bnglish. 

Mr.s.  Adams  Beck  .says  of  the 
book:  "I  have  read  It  with  the  feel- 
ing that  at  last  I  had  before  me 
the  real  material  of  Sei  Shooagon's 
mind  and  raneeMens.**  The  author, 
she  says,  "has  the  advantage  of

KAUiNT  ponrrs  or  na  amaiNO 
Auction:  South,  with  5'i  quick 
tricks  in  hand,  bids  two  Clubs  on 
four  to  the  A-K  rather  than  open 
the  bidding  with  Spades,  In  which 
suit  he  holds  five  to  the  Queen.

It  seems  that 
the  heue  operatloDa  wne  afaird  to 
extend  their  short  lines  in  steel  as 
they  did  In  other  stocks.  United 
States  Steel  waa  also  hatter  sup- 
ported yeaterday,  and  unquestion- 
ably led  the  market  to  recovery. 

While  a  good  deal  of  UYiited 
States  Steel's  action  yesterday  v.as 
due  to  well-organized  support,  the 
Inherently  strong  position  of  this 
company  is  also  raqMnsible  for  its 
ability  to  resist  the  severest  break 
in  the  market's  history.  One  bull- 
ish argument  of  United  States  Steel 
is  the  fact  that  throughout  the  en- 
tire first  half  of  the  year  It  wa.s  able 
to  maintain  a  much  higher  ratio  ol 
oper.ations  than  any  other  enter* 
prise  in  the  same  field.  Another 
factor  in  the  pcsltlon  of  this  com- 
pany is  the  tariff,  which  Is  now  a 
law  and  which  places  the  corpora- 
tion in  an  itdvantageoua  position 
with  regard  to  foreign  competition 
In  many  of  its  lines. 

United  States  Steel  is  today  the 
la-^t:rst  cement  maunufacturer  in  the 
United  States,  controlling  probably 
more  than  30  1-S  per  cent  of  the 
country'Sa  total  output.  Cement 
manufacturing  was  a  losing  propo- 
slMcn  on  the  Eastern  Seaboard  for 
many  years.  It  Is  now  protected 
by  a  ♦ai  iff  o'.  6  cents  pzr  100  pounds, 
or  app.-oxlmately  24  cents  per  bar- 
rel. While  not  all  the  35,000.000 
barrels  which  the  corporation  can 
produce  wUl  benent  from  the  duties 
impoaed  ott  oMBsnt.  it  will  never- 
theless aeoount  for  a  fair-ilzed  in- 
crease In  enrnin^.s  Improvement 
In  general  busine.s.s  will  be  the  re- 
sult of  the  manv  protective  leaturcs 
of  the  tariff:  it  will  also  exert  a 
bf^nefu  iiil  eflert  (jn  the  future  earn- 
ing.; of  the  company.  Technically, 
the  stock  1j  strong,  but  tha  market 
on  the  whole,  is  still  not  ready  for 
a  sustained  advance.
